THE FARMER STRIDES FORTH. 
From the N ew York Evening World. 
The prominence of the part the farmer 
plays in public affairs today is all too lit­ 
tle understood in urban communities, and 
in sections remote 
from 
the great grain 
fields west of the eastern mountains. The 
fact that modern improvements in modes 
of 
transit 
and 
communication 
have 
wrought a revolution is lost on the deni­ 
zens of cities. 
The popular delusion that 
the tanners’ movement, so manifest today, 
is but a revival of the populist movement 
ot years ago, measures the depth of gen­ 
eral ignorance. 
For generations the farmer was isolated. 
He had no telephone. 
His only’ outlook on 
the world was through weekly papers, and 
most of them were local. No “interurbans” 
and automobiles 
encouraged travel. 
At 
the country church 
and 
county fairs the 
farmers met and talked about the crops, 
and that was all. 
There was a prejudice 
against text-book teachings of the business 
of the farm. 
All this is changed. There is a telephone 
in almost every farm house. A daily paper 
of pretension: is delivered every morning 
at Hie gate. The farmers’ sons are return­ 
ing from agricultural universities with new 
and scientific ideas. 
The proceedings of 
congress and state legislature are follow­ 
ed closely. 
There is an intelligent interest 
in economics and politics. 
More important still are the agricultural 
societies in almost every community where 
the farmers meet weekly or bi-weekly to 
hear lectures from professors of agricul­ 
tural schools, and to discuss pending meas­ 
ures that affect their interests. 
Out of this 
has grown a class 
consciousness 
as pro­ 
nounced as that of laborers, or manufac­ 
turers, or bankers. 
Throughout our national history there 
has been r kind of 
class 
consciousness 
among the farmers— something on which 
Jefferson played effectively in his fights 
with federalists. 
But never until in very 
recent years has this consciousness been 
militant or subject to the direction of lead­ 
ers. 
And this is the outstanding phase of the 
New Farm er— a man conscious of his spe­ 
cial interest, determined to advance it, pre­ 
pared to battle for it. 
A new class has entered American poli­ 
tics, and mere epithets will not drive it out 
— something that the caucus and counting 
rooms do not understand.

W ASH IN G TO N ’S WETNESS.

Actins under authority of the last 
meeting of the entire association .tho 
executive committee today outlined 
a program of activity and requested 
congress “to provide immediately a 
I spcc’ri and sufficient approx ’itioa 
to the federal trade commission for 
the conduct and prosecution of this 
work.” 
Reciting that “the industry seems 
to be under such control that prices 
may be raised 
overnight at 
every 
gasoline station in the nation,” the 
statement demanded “that all unfair 
trade practices 
In the 
production, 
manufacture 
and 
distribution 
of 
gasoline and other petroleum 
pro- 
<* cts be abolished without delay.” 
The statement was signed by eight 
members of the executive committee 
as f 'lows;

Detachable Bird Houses 


It is becoming quite the fashion for 
country, suburban, and even city 
dwellers to provide small bird houses 
in yards and parks. They are usually 
mounted on poles or in trees, and as 
they are securely fastened, it is not an 
easy matter to remove them when it 
is desired to paint, repair, or clean 
them, which is occasionally necessary.

resolution of congress and contend­ 
ing that in “fairness and justice,” 
Sinclair should not be compelled to 
testify while charges of fraud are 
pending against him in the courts, 
Martin W. Littleton of the Sinclair

told 
committee 
members 
that their course was a “monstrous 
proposition” and an “outrage.” 
Senator 
Walsh, #the 
committee 
prosecutor did not agree with the 
Sinclair attorney but some commit­ 
teemen wanted more time to think 
it over and adjournment was taken 
without a decision. 
The argument 
will be resumed tomorrow, probably 
in open session. 
Soon after the committee adjourn­ 
ed, one of its members, Senator Dill, 
democrat, Washington, started a de­ 
bate on the senate floor in which he 
declared Littleton’s appearance in 
the case demonstrated that powerful 
influences was at work to stop furth­ 
er investigation.

One of the remarkable developments of 
the past several w eeks is the fading out of 
Hiram 
Johnson. 
Up 
around 
Chicago, 
where he maintains his headquarters, peo­ 
ple may remember that Hiram is still alive; 
but the rest of the country has practically 
forgotten all about him and the average 
man has to be reminded of the fact that the 
Californian is out for the presidency and is 
making a campaign 
for 
the 
republican 
nomination. 
This is emphasized 
particularly by 
the returns 
from 
the North Dakota pri­ 
maries which show Johnson, who was ex­ 
pected to carry the state, standing third in 
the race, with only three in it. 
It has been a really extraordinary fade­ 
away. 
Hiram was a candidate of pretty 
fair visibility when he first appeared on 
the horizon some months ago, and for a 
time his chances seemed to improve until 
some who at first could not see them at all 
began to admit that he was becoming a 
factor to be considered 
seriously. 
Then 
came the oil scandal, so exceedingly pain­ 
ful to the reactionary g. o. p. upon whom 
Hiram had been waging war, and it seem­

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THE NAVAL PACT BLUFF. 
Representative Byrnes of South Carolina 
has announced his intention of offering an 
amendment to the 
naval 
appropriations 
bill requesting the president to call a con­ 
ference for further 
limitation

armaments. 
There is probably not much 
likelihood that the suggestion will be acted 
upon by the 
president; 
but Mr. Byrnes 
proposal is a proper one and it may so i\e 
to call attention to a subject of great im­ 
portance. 
Representative Byrnes points out I na! 
the Washington conference did not elimi­ 
nate naval competition but merely changed 
its form. 
That is 
precisely 
correct, and 
the marvel of it is 
that 
the 
republican 
spokesmen have been able to fool so many 
people into believing that something was 
actually accomplished 
towards 
disarma­ 
ment and peace by the Washington limita­ 
tions pact. 
Nothing of 
any 
importance 
was accomplished by

pact and the

Unless the Washington limitations agree­ 
ment is supplemented by other and much 
more sweeping agreements it is not worth 
the paper it is written on. 
It is unlikely that 
further 
agreements 
will be effected in the near future; certain­ 
ly the present administration is not likely 
to initiate a move towards that end at the 
suggestion of a democrat.

Here* again vre must go outside of 
the particular text assigned and make 
a survey of Solomon** roign. 
I. Salomon Anointed King (I Kings 
1:5-40). 
David had heretofore failed to show 
the people who Should be king after 
him (v. 20). 
Through the combined 
nppeals of Batlisheba and Nathan, he 
Is now stirred to action. 
He immedi­ 
ately sent for the faithful three, £a- 
dok. Nathan and Benaiah, and bade 
them to anoint Solomon king. 
They 
speedily executed their commission, 
and soon the people shouted, “God 
eave King Solomon.” 
II. Solomon's Wise Choice (II Chron. 
1 :7-12). 
1. God’s Gracious Offer (v. 7). This 
offer followed Solomon's lavish sacri­ 
fice to the la rd, (i i i said, ‘Ask what 
I shall give thee." thus placing very 
wide possibilities before the king. Go 1 
es it wore, signed blank checks an't 
turned them over to Solomon to fill In 
any amount that his heart desired. 
This offer to Solomon was no excep­ 
tional one, for opportunities equally 
limitless are placed before us. 
Cod 
Is saying to every one of His children, 
“Ask, and It shall be given you,” 
(John 15:7). 
2. Solomon’s Wise Choice (vv. 8-19). 
The Lord's gracious offer brought the 
king face to face with the responsibil­ 
ity of making ids cholee. 
Solomon 
did not ask for wisdom for vain dis­ 
play. but for the good of others, 
He 
desired inward worth, not outward 
show. 
In this choice, he asked for 
two particular tilings: 
(1) That God’s promise to his fa­ 
ther, David, might be established, 
(2) That wisdom would be given to 
him to perform his duties. 
3. Cod** Unstinted Gift to Solomon 
(v. ll). Solomon’s petition pleased the 
Lord. 
Because he put wisdom first 
God saw that he could he trusted With 
material goods als'*. 
III. The Glory of Solomon’s Reign. 
1. His Extensive Kingdom (I Kings 
4:21-25). 
Ile ruled over the kingdoms 
from the Euphrates river to the Medi­ 
terranean sea, except the Phoenicians, 
and they were in alliance with him,

It excelled that of the Chal­ 
dean!, Persians and Egyptian*. 
He 
had a singularly comprehensive mind. 
He w a s: 
(1) A moral philosopher. 
Ile spake

thousand live. 
(3) A botanist. 
Ile spake of trees 
from the cedar tree, which was lo Leb­ 
anon, tv en unto the hyssop. 
( I) A zoologist. He spake of beasts 
and of fowl, and of creeping th5, s, 
and of fishes.

This greatness was associated with 
the name V>f the Lord. 
It wa* known 
that his fame was due to his relation 
with the living God. 
IV. Solomon’s 
Failure 
(I 
Kings 
11:6-12). 
Because Solomon did evil in the 
Sight of the Lord, the Lord was angry 
with him and assured him that the 
kingdom would be rent from him and 
given to his servant. However, for the 
sake of David, he would not bring this 
humiliation upon Solomon while he 
lived. Solomon** chief offenses were 
alliances with foreign powers through 
marrying kings* daughters. This com­ 
promise weakened his moral nature 
and he soon followed his wives in the 
worship of false gods.

WASHINGTON.

on if they are willing to aid a plan 
evolved by the American Automobile 
Association to promote uniformity of 
traffic regulations and provide bet­ 
ter motoring laws generally. 
It appears that a main difficulty in 
the way of effective uniformity of 
traffic regulations 
and 
motor ve­ 
hicle laws is the unfamiliarity of 
one section of the country with con­ 
ditions prevailing in another, and it 
is the opinion of A. A. A. officials 
thai uniformity 
would 
be several 
steps nearer ti reality if automobil­ 
ists would 
familiarize 
themselves 
with the conditions 
tinder 
which 
other folk operate their cars. 
According to President Thomas P. 
Henry of tile A. A. A., heads of traf­ 
fic bureaus in many prominent cities 
are now studying conditions in other 
cities with a view 
to 
determining 
whether or not they themselves are 
on the right tra^k. If motor tourists 
would make a similar effort to study 
conditions as they find them in va­ 
rious parts of the country and make 
recommendations for improvements 
accordingly, 
the 
main 
stumbling 
block 
to uniformity, 
Mr. 
Henry 
points out, would be eliminated. 
With respect to uniformity,” says 
Mr. H enry, “the country is faced 
with a problem of first eliminating 
the sort of situation which makes 
the people of one city ignorant of 
the motor regulation in force in an­ 
other. 
When we have removed this 
tcatur. it should be a simple matter 
to do away with the unnecessary 
regulations 
because 
everybody in 
every section 
of the 
country 
will 
know what 
regulations 
are neces­ 
sary. 
“As matters stand, uniformity is 
virtually blocked by reason of the 
fact that tho motors 
from Califor­

“Traffic 
officials 
are 
making 
some important discoveries in their 
tours of investigation, but the motor 
tourist could do even more for the 
nation’s motoring. 
“The motorist 
is the 
party who 
knows whether the laws are working 
properly, and when lie tours lie has a 
unique 
opportunity 
to get an en- 
entirely new viewpoint on the whole 
subject. 
When he 
returns from a 
trip on which he has discovered im­ 
portant 
improvements 
in 
traffic 
regulation, he should report the facts 
to his local automobile club immedi­ 
a tely. 
The information would then 
he tabulated and forwarded to his 
A. A. A. headquarters in Washing­ 
ton. 
“I am of the opinion that useless 
or even dangerous laws and regula­ 
tions exist in many parts of the coun­ 
try without the local public being 
fully aware of it, and that sane ideas 
which should he standardized have 
not been brought to the fore. 
“ With tile opening of the travel 
season it is hoped that automobile 
tourists will assist the A. A. A. in the 
work of

facts by 
studying tiaffic conditions as they 
find them and by speaking up.”

UNIFORMITY IN 
TRAFFIC RULES 
REING SOUGHT 


Tourists Urged To Study 
Conditions In Various 
Parts of Country. 


WASHINGTON. 
March 
22.— 
Motor tourists 
will 
have 
a new 
duty to perform as they travel to 
and fro across the land from now 
on if they are willing to aid a plan 
evolved by the American Automobile 
Association to promote uniformity of 
traffic regulations and provide bet­ 
ter motoring law.s generally. 
It appears that a main difficulty in 
the way of effective uniformity of 
traffic regulations 
and 
motor ve­ 
hicle laws is the unfamiliarity of 
on* section of the country with con­ 
ditions prevailing in another, and it 
is the opinion of A. A. A. officials 
that uniformity 
would 
be several 
steps nearer a reality if automobil­ 
ists would 
familiarize 
themselves 
with the conditions 
under 
which 
other folk operate their cars. 
According to President Thomas P. 
Henry of the A. A. A., heads of traf­ 
fic bureaus in many prominent cities 
are now studying conditions in other 
cities with a view 
to 
determining 
whether or not they themselves are 
on the right trark. If motor tourists 
would make a similar effort to study 
conditions as they find them iii va­ 
rious parts of the country and make 
recommendations for improvements 
accordingly, 
the 
main 
stumbling 
block 
to uniformity, 
Mr. 
Henry 
points out, would be eliminated. 
With respect to uniformity,” says 
Mr. Henry, “the country is faced 
with a problem of first eliminating 
the sort of situation which makes 
the people of one city ignorant of 
the motor regulation in force in an­ 
other. 
When we have removed this 
feature it should be a simple matter 
to do away with the unnecessary 
regulations 
because 
everybody In 
every section 
of the 
country 
will 
know what 
regulations 
are neces­ 
sary. 
“As matters stand, uniformity is 
virtually blocked by reason of the 
fact that the motorist from Califor­ 
nia ti inks his regulations are the 
hest that can he provided for him. 
Likewise the 
man 
in 
New 
York. 
Neiiher may suspect t'vit somewhere 
in between their respective states 
there may be methods of regulation 
superior to those in the west or the 
east. 
“But how are the bulk of the na­ 
tion’s motorists to know what is go­ 
ing on in other sections of the land 
unless the tourists themselves who 
have intimate touch with the sub­ 
ject make their observations known? 
“Traffic 
officials 
are 
making 
some important discoveries in their 
tours of investigation, but the motor 
tourist could do even more for the 
nation’s motoring. 
“The motorist 
is the 
party who 
knows whether the laws are working 
properly, and when lie tours he has a 
unique 
opportunity 
to get an en- 
entirely new viewpoint on the whole 
subject. 
When 
he 
returns from a 
trip on which he has discovered im­ 
portant 
improvements 
in 
traffic 
regulation, he should report the facts 
to his local automobile club immedi­ 
ately. 
The information would then 
be tabulated and forwarded to his 
A. A. A. headquarters in Washing­ 
ton. 
“I am of the opinion that useless 
or even dangerous laws and regula­ 
tions exist iii many parts of Hie coun­ 
try without the local public being 
fully aware of it, and that sane ideas 
which should be standardized have 
not been brought to the fore. 
“With the opening of the travel 
season it is hoped that automobile 
tourists will assist the A. A. A. in the 
work of 
‘clearing’ 
these 
facts by 
studying tiaffic conditions as they 
find them and by speaking up.”
